Drastic drop reported 
in Iran oil production 


TEHRAN, Dec. 5 (Agen- 
cies) — Iran’s daily oil pro- 
duction, keystone of the cowl- 
try’s economy, dipped below 
3.5 mifiioo barrels Tuesday as 
a strike by oil workers oppos- 
ed to tbe Shah spread. weK- 
placed sources reported. 

That is just above half the 
normal daily output of six. mil- 
lion barrels. The sources said 
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production was expected to 
continue falling as the Shah’s 
foes tightened their -squek*.* 
on Iran's economic jugular 
vein. 

Tbe oil industry was only 
just recovering from a cripp- 
ling 15-day strike last month 
when the fresh walkout began 
Monday foil owing the Shah's 
most vociferous foe. to his fol- 
lowers to strangle Iran's weak- 
ened economy by paralyzing 
the oilfields. 

Thousands of heavily aimed 
troops backed by armored 
vehicles prowled Tehran’s flash 
point bazaar section Tuesday 
amid fears that nuKtant oppo- 
nents of the Shah planned a 
major confrontation in the 
streets after three days of vio- 
lence. 

The capital was quiet Tues- 
day, hut there were unconfir- 
med reports that police unco- 
vered an underground grenade 
factory in the city and seized 
some weapons. 

There was no immediate 
confirmation from Tehran s 
martial law administration. But 
the reported seizure followed 
the discovery of several arms 
caches in the capital and other 
cities in recent days and at 
least two shoo touts between 
gunmen and police. 

Reliable sources also report- 
ed that a religious leader. Shei- 
kh Abu Atvsuri. was 
shot dead in a gun 
battle with police officers 
trying to arrest him Monday 
night in the Gulf port of Bus- 
hefttf. The sources said a police 
officer was also kSIlecL 


The shootout apparently 
storied when Ashuri’s body- 
guards opened up on police 
outside his home. The sources 
said Ashuri was shot six times. 

They added that police mov- 
ed in after Ahuri had made a 
string of inflammatory anti- 
Shah speeches. 

Gen. Gholamreza Azhari, 
the military prime minister ap- 
pointed by the Shah Nov. 6 4 o 
restore order, told a news con- 
ference here Tuesday that the 
turmoil was caused by “sabo- 
teurs who are the tools of for- 
eigners.” 

He did not identify the for- 
eigners, but said they were 
“non Muslims.” 

Azhari. asked if the Shah 
plans to step down or if his 
constitutional role will change, 
replied emphatically: “Not at 
all, not at all.” 

Earlier, the information mi- 
nistry “categorically*' denied 
reports the Shah will hand over, 
power to a council of the 
realm, to run the country until, 
his heir. Crown Prince Rzza, 
19. is eligible to ascSnd Iran’s 
Peacock Throne in two yea re. 

He declared his govern^ 
meat’s role was to restore law 
and order and “use force 
against those who condone vio- 
lence.” 

As the ofl strike worsened, 
with reported intimidation by 
strikers against other workers 
Azhari called in die army to 
roree a return to work — as it 
did hast month.

Vance due in Cairo 
Friday on peace bid 


CAIRO. Dec. 5 (Agencies)— 
U.S. Secretary of State Cyrus 
Vance is to visit Egypt Friday 
for a meeting with Egyptian 
leaders on the latest develop- 
ments in the Mideast peace 
talks, the official Egyptian Mid- 
dle East News Agency reported 
Tuesday. 

The agency said in 3 dispatch 
from Washington that Vance is 
, to fly to Cairo directly from 
London cancelling his attend- 
ance at a NATO-meeting in 
Brussels. 

Vance also is due to visit 
Jerusalem for a meeting with 
Israeli leaders, the agency said. 

Vance has held several ses- 
sions in Washington over the 
past few days with Egyptian. 
Prime Minister Mustapha Kha- 
lil but there have been no signs 
of a breakthrough over tbe op- 
posing demands of Egypt and 
Israel on a draft peace treaty. 

The decision on the Vance 
trip was made within tbe last 
24 hours. On Monday, U.S. 
sources denied that Vance had 
any plans to fly to the Middle 
East. 

The trip is art attempt to 
break the deadlock on two 
major Issues that have stalled 
the talks for over three weeks. 

The Israelis and the Egyp- 
tians disagree over die question 
of linking the peace treaty to 
the wider question of a com- 
prehensive Middle East settle- 
ment. 

The two sides are also in 
sharp disagreement on how 
the treaty will affect Egypt's 
treaty obligations to ber Arab 
aHies. 

An American formula for 
com promise on these two issues, 
diplomatic sources said, will 
consist erf separate letters from 
both sides. 

A letter from Israeli Prime 
Minister Men ahem Begin con- 
cerning the peace negotiations 
with Egypt was delivered to 
the Egyptian government Tues- 
day, a foreign ministry official 
said. 

The letter was given to Vice 
President Hosoi Mubarak by 
U.S. Ambassador Hermann 
Eiks, the official said. 

The Mriddle East News Agen- 
cy (MENA) reported that 
Mubarak then went to see Pre- 
sident Anwar Sadat. 

Foreign ministry officials 
said earlier that the message 
would be studied by a top- 
level committee beaded by Mu- 
barak in the hope that it con- 
tained positive elements. 

The panel also includes De- 


fense Minister Gen. Kamal 
Hassan Ali. Acting Foreign 
Minister Boutros Ghali and 
Foreign Ministry Undersecre- 
tary Osama Baz. 

Ali three were recalled from 
Washington when the peace 
treaty talks ran into trouble 
over the Palestinian question a 
few weeks ago. 

Prime Minister Khalil made 
clear during his talks in Wash- 
ington that Egypt was still in- 
sisting on the linkage issue and 
specific dates for Palestinian 
self-rule, the influential “Al- 


Gomhuuria" reported Tuesday. 

Jt said Egypt had reaffirmed 
to the American leaders its in- 
sistence on its “Arab and Pa- 
lestine commitments." 

This was a clear reference to 
Egypt's demand to amend Ar- 
ticle Six of the draft treaty, 
which Israel interpreted as hav- 
ing precedence over any other 
treaties — mainly Egypt's pa*- 
Arab defense commiiments. 

Gen. Ali told an army meet- 
ing in Ismailia Monday that

The president told them the

Front signed in late 1976 in 
Tripoli under the auspices of 
tbe Islamic Foreign Ministers 
Conference.

Vietnamese push 
inside Cambodia 


BANGKOK., Dec. 5 (AP) — 
Vietnamese patrols appear to 
have penetrated to the east bank 
of the Mekong river inside 
Cambodia, while a newly form- 
ed Cambodian insurgent front 
Tuesday continued its call for 
the overthrow of the Phnom 
Penh regime. 

Reliable sources said Viet- 
namese probes focused on the 
area near Kratie. 160 kilome- 
ters - northwest of Phnom 
Penh and about SO kilometers 
from the Vietnamese frontier. 
A key Mekong town, 
it was the headquarters 
of the Communist rebels dur- 
ing the five-year Cambodian 
war*. , 

The Kampuchea National 
United Front for National Sal- 
vation, officially formed Sun- 
day, continued to repeat its 
declaration calling for an over- 
throw of Premier Pol Pot and 


released the names and brief 
biographies of the 14 men on 
the Front’s central committee. 

The Fronts clandestine ra- 
dio, “Voice of the Kampuchean 
People.” is broadcasting three 
times a day in Cambodian 
while its official news agency 
has two transmissions tn 
French each day. 

Hanoi is the apparent coor- 
dinating — if not originating— 
point for the Front's propagan- 
da, although the rebels have 
said they are operating out of 
an unspecified liberation zone 
inside Cambodia. 

Vietnam, according to know- 
ledgeable analysts, has assem- 
bled as many as 13 divisions 
against Cambodia, but most of 
the forces are still believed on 
the Vietnamese side of the 


Philippine provinces, a legis- 
lative assembly and an execu- 
tive council constituted through 
appointments by the legislative 
assembly. The number of 
members of each body wafi 
not specified. 

■But Marcos said die forth- 
coming elections wHl be for 
members of two legislative as- 
semblies in two Muslim re- 
gions composed only of 10 pro- 
vinces. contrary to th e 
Tripoli agreement. The 
organization of two Muslim 
autonomous regions was in ac- 
cordance with the results Of 
ihe plebiscite of April 1977.

MIDEAST DRAW 


The near-coH&pso of the peace talks in Washington does 
not necessarily close the door of peace. The parties concerned 
remained committed to peace as much as they are 10 negotiat- 
ors their different versions of it It is frustrating, however, 
to realize that after nearly two months of talking the parties 
are hardly a step away from then- point of departure. 

That point may be seen as the American-sponsored peace 
treaty. Israel and Egypt have proposed amendments which 
have faBed to win reciprocal support. In the end, Israel sug- 
gested that tfae two sides should drop their various demands 
and accept tfae draft treaty in its original form. The Egyptians 
have not found the idea particularly endearing because their 
demand that the treaty be linked to progress on the Palestine 
issue is a cornerstone of their overall peace philosophy. 

The breaking point, however, was reached when the two 
sides failed to agree on Article Six in the proposed treaty 
which is tantamount to Egypt rehoquishing Arab cooHnitments 
which conflict with conditions of the treaty. This would af- 
fect the economic boycott of Israel and joint defense pacts. 
The Egyptians were stung when it became apparent that the 
US. wanted to uphold the article, suggesting only that letters 
be exchanged to clarify & 

Stall, the talks cannot be written off. But the “icevitabflrty'' 
of agreement is no more as inevitable as it seemed in the past. 
The Israeli press is already reflecting die gloom surrounding 
the Washington talks and their possible failure. They are 
also discussing the repercussions over the Israeli political 
scene, especially the Herat Party of Menahem Begins troubled 
Likud coalition. Hie Arabs have a) sways ignored to read 
the Israeli press, and have always been made to pay for their 
ignorance. M they had, they might have already started dis- 
cussing the Arab options in case of failure of the peace talks. 

The simple question iex Will President Sadat return to 
the Arab fold? The question implies the failure of the nego- 
tiations — an event that has not happened yet and that might 
never take {dace.

Carrots, sticks and thickening

WASHINGTON — 
A struggle is now taking 
place that may determine, 
more than any other single 
consideration, the direction of 
events in the Middle Hast in 
the near future. The issue is 
illegal Israeli settlements in the 
occupied West Bank and Ga- 
za Strip, and the focal point 
is whether the Carter adminis- 
tration has the political deter- 
mination to block tbezr expan- 
sion. 

On Nov. 6, the Begin go- 
vernment approved expendi- 
ture of S32.5 million for the 
construction of 900 new hou- 
sing units for settlements in 
the occupied territories; 660 of 
the houses are slated for the 
West Bank, with 230 to be in 
the Gaza Strip. An additional 
S3 million has been set aside 
for a new road to link the 
West Bank settlements with 
Israel. 

This “thickening” of the set- 
tlements, as the Israelis call it, 
poses a direct challenge to the 
Carter administration and to 
the peace process. The Arab 
world and the rest of the 
world are waiting to see what 
happens. The Carter response 
has been firm in opposition 
to expansion of Israeli setije- 
mezds, but to date it has been 
limited to verbal exchanges 
alone. The Israelis have per- 
sisted, confident that then: 
friends in the United States, 
particularly Congress, will pres- 
sure the White House and 
emasculate the policy. 


proportionate support tradi- 
tionally accorded Israel, cour- 
tesy of the Israel lobby and 
Congress. Administration use 
of toe peer argument reflects 
harsh domestic political reali- 
ties over the years, with the 
single exception of the time 
when President Eisenhower 
forced an Israeli rollback after 
it occupied Sinai in 1956- 
Congress has abdicated its 
proper rode as a defender of 
tfae American national interest 
by engaging in what has been 
called the “Israel Sweepstakes,” 
in which legislators (and poli- 
tical aspirants) vie with one 
another to show how much 
they can do for Israel. It is 
not surprising that Prime Mi- 
nister Begin — or any other 
Israeli leader — thinks that be 
can tell the administration to 
go to bell, confident that he 
cornucopia of American wea- 
pons, cash, and political sup- 
port will pour unabated. Israeli 
arrogance toward die United 
States is not an accident, and 
the Conger* must face up to 
its responsibility for this state 
of affaire. 


Various arguments are ad- 
vanced to explain American 
inability to check Israel. One 
is that the United States reaUy 
has little leverage on Israel. 
This view is predicated on the 
assumption that Israel is a 
political peer of the United 
crates. rawer than a small 
ctieni-state dependent on Ame- 
rican largesse. The “peer” per- 
ception is the result of the dis- 


Anotber argument explain- 
ing American deference to Is- 
rael is that while we possess 
potential leverage through our 
massive material and political 
assistance, we will “never” use 
it to extract political conces- 
sions. Such statements, most 
recently attributed to President 
Carter and Vice President 
Moo dale, must strike the ave- 
rage American as counterpro- 
ductive. since the United States 
uses far smaller amounts of 
aid to other countries as a 
“carrot and stick” Even when 
Israeli actions jeopardize peace 
and American interests in the 
Middle East, we continue to 
assure (hem that we wiH ne- 
ver do the one thing that would 
get them in line: “cut off the 
water.” 

.For the present, Israeli in- 
tentions concerning expanding 
the settlements are on the re- 


cord along with American ob-‘ 
jections. If the expansion goes 
ahead and if the Carter admi- 
nistration limits its actions to 
verbal criticism, the Middle 
East peace process may be in 
for trouble. The significance 
of the settlements issue increa- 
ses when one considers the 
possibility that The Begin go- 
vernment is engaged in a de- 
liberately provocative policy, 
confident that with a separate 
Egyptian-Israeli peace treaty 
assured, it will benefit from 
actions which impede move- 
ment toward a comprehensive 
settlement in which other Arab 
participation would be requir- 
ed. 

The Carter administration 
has been lobbying vigorously 
to persuade the Arab countries 
and the Palestinians to parti- 
cipat in the peace process oas- 
ed on The Camp David ac- 
cords- Explicit in this effort 
has been American assurance 
that it is serious about a just 
solution ol the Palestinian 
problem. Implicit in the ad- 
ministration's effort is a com- 
mitment to face down the Is- 
raeli**, who are intent on re- 
taining the occupied West 
Bank and Gaza Strip as an ex- 
tension of the state of Israel. 
This situation embodies a con- 
tradiction between Israeli and 
Palestinian objectives which 
can be resolved in a just man- 
ner only if Israeli plans are 
blocked. 

The Carter administration is 
now faced with an opportuni- 
ty to show that it is not mere- 
ly filling the air with words 
when it opposes Israeli settle- 
ments’ expansion. The rest of 
the world is watching to see 
not only what is said but also 
what is done concerning ille- 
gal Israeli settlements in Arab 
territory. The Arab world has 
a right to be skeptical of Ame- 
rican promise* in Light of the 
historical record, but it should 
also take the outcome of tfae 
current Iscadi-American dis- 
pute at face value.

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An encore performance of ‘The Merry Widow’

JEDDAH — An excited, “full- 
house" fust night audience en- 
thusiastically welcomed The 
Jeddah Light Opera Society's 
performance of “The Merry 
Widow’’ at the British Embas- 
sy on Monday evening. The 
Society was justified in attemp- 
ting its most ambitious pro- 
duction so far and, vj ihout 
doubt, it is the best show they 
have ever put on. 

The orchestra has improved 
eno.mously and now there is a 
much better balance of instru- 
ments. To select some of ihe 
musicians for special men- 
tion is difficult, for all were 
good, but the pianist, flutists 
and the lower string section 
were outstanding and the brass 
sensitively avoided over- play - 


The chorus ensemble was 
strong and very effective. They 
sang and moved very well and 
were obviously well directed, 
as were all the stage move- 
ments io this musical comedy. 

The group danciag was nice- 
ly done; not ballet-Uke, but ro- 
bust and cheerful, and ail the 
better for that in the context. 

Costumes were superbly 
imaginative. There were bright, 
cheerful, "national** costume 
and gallant uniforms. Some of 
the gentlemen's evening dress 
looked as if it had been made 
for two other people, but do 
maUer. It all added to the ver- 
isimilitude of the strange litde 
principality, Pontevedro, the 
setting for the romantic and 
amusing events. 

Stage design was simple but 
attractive. Lighting and sound 


effects were first rate. 

The story and sub plot do 
not matter very much, they are 
vehicles fur a feast of lovely 
music. The story is funny en- 
ough, though. The principal 
comic characters. Baron Zeia. 
the Ambassador (Richard 
Bond); Njegus ihe Factotum 
(Rupert Armitage); Brioche 
(Christopher Vook); Cascada 
(Claes Green); JCromor aod 
Olga bis wife (Francis Geere 
and Eva Jones) extracted all 
the comedy possible from their 
situation and sang nicely, too. 

The exchanges between • 
Brioche and Cascada were well 
done. Zeia has the longest spea- 
king part and he carried it off 
well in his rich brown-velvet 
voice.

There are differences in ac- 
oustical efleci for indoor and 
outdoor performances.

Anna Gtavari, the Merry 
Widow, whose vast fortune and 
Zeta’s attempts to keep it in 
Pontevedro by arranging a sui- 
table marriage form the main 
plot, is played by Beatrice 
Groom. She has a fine voice 
and gave a beautifully spirited 
acting performance. Danilo, the 
charming rake who eventually 
wins her, is played brilliantly 


by Layne Montgomery. He 
gave an excellent acting Per- 
formance. H.e singing is natur- 
al and melodious. 

Valencienne. Zeia s wife 
(played by Verna Gray) and 
Camille, her secret lover (play- 
ed by George Minjarez) sang 
and acted their parts charming- 
ly. Valencienne has a swe« 
singing voice and Camille s is 
clear and vibrant. 

The first act contains some 

excellent music. "So May 
Men Admire Me" (Anna and

The hot tastes 
of the Chinese

JEDDAH— Chinese culture can be traced back 4,000 
years, and so can the an of Chinese cooking. The Chinese 
were early discoverers of fire, and also early growers of such 
j&pices as anise and ginger. While most of ihe world was still 
eahng raw meat and staple crops, the Chinese were probab- 
ly already creating delicious 

China is, of course, a yery large country. There are 
several different regions where the dimate, terrain, people 
and food varies a great deal. 

The Szechwan province is in rtoe Western region of the 
Yangtze valley. The climate is hot and humi d, al ^o-a tropi- 
caj, and its food is notable for its hot, spicy tang. Probably 
this developed because of the difficulty of keeping food in 
such a climate (food can be preserved in hot spices). 

Szechwan food has become very popular. Szechwan res* 
tau rants have sprung up all around the world. What, then, 
are these spices that make it so special? 

Firstly, ginger is widely used, and so is garlic. But the 
more pronounced flavors come from the use of Szechwan 
peppercorns, which are a reddish brown and very peppery, 
and also from the addition of hot red and green peppers 
(chillies) which may be either fresh or dried. 

Chinese cooking does not require elaborate equipment. 
Ordinary pots and pans plus a very sharp knife will see you 
through. 

Szechwan Cabbage Pickle 
( quart water 
Salt to taste 

1 tsp. Szechwan peppercorns 
1 lb. very fresh cabbage 
4 hot dried red peppers 
4 cloves garlic, peeled and crushed. 

Ln a saucepan, bring the water to a boil. Add salt and 
remove from beat. Pour the water into a very clean two part 
Ja r and let cool. 

Place the peppercorns in a skillet and cook over mode- 
rate heat, shaking the skillet, until roasted. Add to the 
water. 

Cut the cabbage into pieces about two inches square. 
Rinse well and shake to remove excess water. Add the cab- 
bage to the water in the jar, then add the hot red peppers 
and the garlic. Cover closely and let stand in a cool place 
overnight. The cabbage should be ready to eat after 24 
hours. It will keep for about two weeks ki the refrigerator, 
and fresh cabbage may be added to replace that which is 
eaten. 

Szechwan Shrimp 

1 lb. shrimps in the shell 

it cup finely minced fresh ginger 

2 tbsp. chopped garlic 

{ cup shredded fresh red or green hot peppers 

1 cup steamed rice 

1 tbsp. dark soy sauce 

I tbsp. light soy sauce 

£ tsp. sugar 

Salt to taste 

1 quart peanut, vegetable or corn oil * 

2 tbsp. chili paste with garlic (Szechwan paste) 
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I cup water 

1 cup chopped scallions 

In a small bowl, combine the ginger, garlic and hot 
peppers and set aside. In another bow] combine the rice, soy 
sauce, sugar and salt. 

Heat the oil in a skillet and add the shrimps. Cook, stir- 
ring, untH they turn pink (about two minutes). Drain the 
shrimps and set aside. Add die chili paste with garlic to five 
tablespoons of the oil from the shrimps, and cook stirring 
for one minute. Then add ginger and garlic to five table- 
spoon^ of the oil from the shrimps, and cook stirring for 
one minute. Then add ginger and garlic mixture and cook, 
stirring, for 45 seconds. Add the rice mixture and cook about 
15 seconds, then add the water and half the scallions. Bring 
to a boil, stirring, and cook about three minutes, or until 
sauce is slightly thickened. Add the shrimps and remaining 
scallions. Cook about one minute, then serve. Serves 4-6. 
Crisp Szechwan Dock 

2 sticks cinnamon, broken 
2 stars anise 

1 tsp. Szechwan peppercorns 
Salt 

1 duck (5-6 lb.) 

I small piece fresh ginger, peeled 
l scallion, green part included 
All-purpose flour for dredging 

1 tbsp. dark soy sauce 

2 egg whites 

3 tbsp. cornstarch 
i- tsp. sugar 

Peanut, vegetable or corn oil for deep frying 
Combine the cinnamon, anise, peppercorns and two ta- 
blespoons salt. Roast until brown, then rub all over the 
outside and inside of the duck. Leave the rest in the duck's 
cavity. Add the ginger and the scallion to the cavity. Set 
aside and let stand three or four hours, or overnight. 

Rub flour liberally all over the skin of the duck and 
place it in a heatproof dish that will fit into the top of a 
steamer. Place the steamer over boiling water, cover and 
steam the duck for about two hours until cooked. 

Let the duck stand until it is thoroughly cool, then rub 
it all over with the soy sauce. Wrap in foil and refrigerate 
until ready to cook. 

Combine the egg whites with the cornstarch sugar and 
salt to taste and blend to make a paste. Rub this all over the 
outside of the duck to coat. Let stand for at least 30 minutes. 
Heat the oil in a deep fryer and when it is hot add the 
duck, back side down. Cook, spooning hot oil all over the 
exposed pan of the duck. Cook the duck, turning occasionally, 
until it is crisp and golden brown. 

Serve whole while hot. Carve at the table and serve 
with seasoned salt on the side for dipping. Serves 4-8. 


Boat junket down the Yangtze River

WUHAN. China — it is a 
Sunny October morning in 
Chungkin when our ship — 
East is Red 36— slips into the 
channel that will thread us 
through the fabled Yangtze 
River gorges. 

The i .3 50-kilometer two- 
and-a-haff day trip down this 
angry river will take us for a 
time out of the bustle of mo- 
dern China into traditional 
scenes of the past. 

A hundred years ago a cock 
would have been killed and its 
blood dripped onto the prow 
to ensure our ship's safe pas- 
sage. Today our supplication 
is a Chinese voice booming 
over a loudspeaker, exhori.ut 
passengers to bid Farewell to 
their relatives and friends, re- 
ading an editorial from the 
“People's Daily’’ and introduc- 
ing the crew to the accompani- 
ment of the ever- popular mar- 
tial music. “The East is Red.'’ 
On the first day downriver, 
Uie Yangtze is a wide, brown, 
rushing river, banked by low 
hills populated with people 
fishing and farming, working 
and washing and watching. 
Here a fisherman uses a bam- 
boo pole. There another swi- 
shes a long-poled dip net be- 
neath the opaque, silt-brown 
surface to catch what he can- 
not see. 

Giant gray and brown build- 
ings stare down from the hills. 
One a factory, another a hos- 
pital. anomer a nuclear institu- 
tion. still another a People’s 
Liberation Army barracks or 
none uf these, it is impossible 
to Lelt. and no one on our 
boat knows for certain. 

l hough Chinese characters 
decorate the buildings' walls 
or chimneys, they do not spell 
out their identifying names. 
Rather, they are ubiquitous e* 
Huuaoons io “march forward.” 
Our diesel -powered, hhan- 
guai-uutlt, 1 7- year-old ship 
stops briefly at a floating dock 
at t-u-Ling for refueling. Then 
we’re ott again. Now the in- 
dustrialization mins out rapidly, 
mere are fewer people; less 
river traffic; the same beauty.

Early strains

LONDON, Dec. 5 — As negotiations aimed at setting 
up fee new European Monetary System (EMS) dragged on 
into the early hours of fee morning in Bonn, foreign exchange 
dealers speculated on fee Likelihood of currency realignments 
at its inception. To avoid early strains on fee new regime 
of tighter exchange rate control, due to be launched at fee 
beginning of next year, it was thought that parities between 
participating currencies would have to be adjusted to take ac- 
count of the differing economic strengths of the countries 
■concerned 

As the Deutschmark was obviously fee most Kkdy cur- 
rency to be revalued upward in such a realignment, speculators 
sought the German currency at the expense of fee French and 
Belgian francs, in particular. The dollar also came under pres- 
sure and its effective depreciation widened out to 8.1 per cent 
again, from fee 7.7 per cent level reached at the end of las* 
week. Sterling suffered a little, too. but because fee U-K_ 
now appears likely to stay out of the EMS initially, it re- 
mained relatively undisturbed 

The Deutschmark continued strong against most other 
.currencies until fee announcement, by a senior Bundesbank 
official on Tuesday morning, feat present parities between 
European currencies would be maintained wider fee reformed 
EMS. The dollar rallied immediately against the German 
currency and the Swiss franc and Dutch guilder were also 
thrown into retreat. 

The possibility of another bout of currency upheaval in 
fee oew year gave a considerable boost to gold prices, though 
trading did not appear particularly active. Even so. the metal 
soared more than S6 on Monday as fee dollar declined, and 
reached nearly $200 an ounce before closing at SI 99 3/8.
